I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1942,  which  is  prepared  on  the  lines  suggested 
in  Circulars  2067  (Wales),  dated  19/7/40,  and  2604  (Wales)  dated  24/3/42. 

In  accordance  with  Circular  2604  (Wales),  no  information  is  given  in  this  Report  which  would  enable  any 
local  population  figures  to  be  reconstructed  therefrom.  One  typewritten  copy  of  a fuller  Report  is  retained  in  my 
office. 


The  birth-rate  is  the  highest  recorded  since  1927. 

There  is  a slight  increase  in  the  still-birth  rate  over  1941,  but  with  the  exception  of  that  year  is  the  lowest 
since  1934,  from  which  date  records  of  such  Rates  have  been  kept. 

The  death-rate  has  decreased  since  1941  and  is  practically  the  same  as  chat  for  the  country  generally.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate  is  the  highest  since  1933  ; particulars  and  details  regarding  same  will  be  found  in  the  appro- 
priate part  o_  the  Report. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Treasurer  and  the  Engineer  for  information  supplied  for  the  purpose  of  compiling  this 
Report.

During  the  year  Cod  Liver  Oil  was  given  in  73  instances  ; the  total  number  of  bottles  supplied  amounting 
to  102,  the  cost  of  which  was  ^10.  6s.  5d. 

Hospitals 

There  are  no  public  or  voluntary  hospitals  within  the  area  of  the  Council  but  provision  is  made  by  the  Council 
for  the  admission  of  Maternity  cases  for  institutional  treatment  to  the  West  Glamorgan  County  Hospital  by  arrange- 
ment with  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  a maintenance  fee  of  six  shillings  per  case  per  day  being  charged. 

Inasmuch  as  this  Hospital  serves  a population  of  approximately  170,000  it  is  not  possible  to  admit  all  those 
cases  where  it  is  desirable  that  they  should  be  admitted.  Furthermore,  owing  to  overcrowding  in  the  area,  many 
women  live  in  conditions  where  it  is  entirely  unsuitable  and  inconvenient  for  them  to  be  confined  at  their  homes, 
but  owing  to  the  lack  of  Hospital  accommodation  for  these  cases,  the  confinement  has,  in  many  instances,  to  take 
place  in  these  homes.  Until  such  time  as  there  is  additional  accommodation  and  beds  for  maternitv  cases  these 
conditions  will  continue  to  prevail. 

I would  also  point  out  that  there  is  no  provision  for  Puerperal  cases  in  this  Hospital. 

All  infectious  cases  are  removed  to  the  Tonna  Isolation  Hospital  which  is  jointly  owned  by  the  Neath  Rural 
District  and  Borough  of  Neath.

(4)  Public  Cleansing  — Only  in  the  Parish  of  Coedffranc  was  scavenging  carried  out  by  direct  labour  during 
the  year.  In  all  other  Parishes  scavenging  was  done  by  Contract,  a method,  which  I have  pointed  out  each  year, 
leaves  much  to  be  desired  both  in  the  manner  of  collection  and  also  the  dumping  of  refuse.  Dumps  in  general,  and 
particularly  at  Glyn  Neath  and  Cwmgwrach  are  unsightly  and  a nuisance.  Not  until  such  time  as  Scavenging  through 
out  the  area  is  done  directly  by  the  Council  and  refuse  dumps  are  properly  controlled,  can  improvement  be  hoped 
for  During  the  early  part  of  1943,  a step  in  the  right  direction  was  taken  by  intfoducing  direct  scavenging  into 
the  Parishes  of  Neath  Higher  and  Blaengwrach,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  this  area  much  improvement  will  be 
seen.

(5)  Overcrowding 

No  accurate  figures  are  available  which  serve  to  give  a picture  of  overcrowding  in  the  area,  but  it  can  be 
assumed  that  the  position  is  worse  than  it  was  in  December,  1940,  when  there  were  297  cases  of  known  overcrowding 
for  which  190  bouses  were  needed  to  abate  such  overcrowding. 

V— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  Milk  Supply  — 375  visits  were  paid  to  farms  and  dairies  during  the  year.  The  registered  number  of  milk 
producers  in  the  area  is  141  and  the  registered  number  of  milk  vendors  who  are  retailers  only  is  24.  One  retailer 
is  licensed  to  produce  Pasteurised  milk  and  to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  while  four  other  retailers  are  licensed  to 
sell  Pasteurised  milk  within  the  area,  the  milk  having  been  Pasteurised  outside  the  area. 


Of  the  samples  taken  during  the  year,  four  were  below  standard.  In  each  case  the  producer  was  interviewed 
and  instructed  in  cleaner  methods  of  production. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods  — There  is  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  area  which  has  been  taken  over  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food,  namely,  Court  Herbert  Slaughterhouse,  near  Neath.  Most  of  the  meat  thereat  is  exported  to  other  parts 
of  the  country,  chiefly  for  manufacturing  purposes.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  given  below  that  a large  amount 
of  meat  has  been  surrendered  as  unfit  during  the  year.  This  may  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  a large  number  of 
the  cows  brought  for  slaughter  are  old  milch  cows  that  have  been  rejected  at  the  Marts.  They  are  in  many  instances 
badly  emaciated  and  oedematous.  Very  few  prime  cattle  are  killed  at  this  slaughterhouse,  so  therefore  the  per- 
centage of  unfit  meat  is  high.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above  the  most  appreciable  decrease  is  in  respect  of  Measles,  there  being  a decrease 
of  330  cases  compared  with  1941. 

Of  the  cases  notified  during  1942,  the  greatest  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  occurred  in  the  Dulais  Valley, 
and  in  respect  of  Diphtheria,  in  the  Parish  of  Neath  Higher.  34  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  from  this  Parish 
but  24  of  these  occurred  in  one  place  among  a School  of  Blind  and  Deaf  and  Dumb  children.  \\  ith  regard  to  this 
School  I arranged  with  the  Headmaster  to  obtain  permission  from  the  parents  of  the  children  to  have  them  all 
immunised.  This  was  done  and  each  child  admitted  to  the  School  since  has  also  been  immunised,  with  the  result  that 
no  further  cases  have  occurred  thereat. 


The  greatest  number  of  Measles  occurred  in  the  Parishes  of  Coedffranc,  "lonna,  Clyne  and  Resolven.

Smallpox. — There  was  no  case  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever  — 132  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  chiefly  of  a mild  nature.  There  were  no  deaths. 
Diphtheria. — 106  cases  were  notified  compared  with  99  the  previous  year.  The  death  rate  was  0.02  per  1,000 
of  the  population. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  — 5 cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  one  of  these  cases  being  removed  to  Hospital.  There 

were  no  deaths. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  — 2 cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  Both  were  treated  at  home  and  in  neither 
case  was  there  any  impairment  of  vision.

Whooping  Cough — 70  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  83  the  previous  year.  The  death-rate  was  0.10 
per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  — 8 cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with  23  the  previous  year.  The 
death-rate  was  0.02  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Tuberculosis  — There  were  57  Pulmonary  and  24  Non-Pulmonary  cases  notified  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  56  Pulmonary  and  29  Non-Pulmonary  for  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  21  deaths  from  Pulmonary  and  5 from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  as  compared 
with  21  from  Pulmonary  and  11  from  Non-Pulmonary  during  the  previous  year.

Bay  was  used  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  scabies  and  impetigo  from  the  West  Glamorgan  area.
